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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding rejections on claims 28, 30-31, 33 and 
35, applicant argued that AAPA and Courtney do not disclose the antenna and circulator or isolator being in a common housing and the 
antenna unit can be plugged in or screwed on as a replaceable unit. 

However, the Examiner does not agree. AAPA teaches a wireless microphone that has an antenna and a circulator or isolator. Courtney 
discloses that that an antenna (36 of Fig. 2) and an isolator (24 of Fig. 2) are connected as interchangeable/replaceable components in the 
same dash-lined area (Fig. 2). Though Courtney does not literally indicate that the antenna and isolator are in a common housing, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to put the antenna and isolator in a common housing since they are connected as 
shown in the common dash-lined area in Fig. 2 of Courtney for the convenience of replacing narrowband cell components as a whole. As 
for the argument on whether the antenna unit can be plugged in or screwed, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
use known techniques of securing component such as plugged in or scrwed to secure the interchangeable components to the fixed 
components in the apparatus of Courtney. So, the combination of AAPA and Courtney would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art for the convenience of replacing interchangeable components as a whole with securing physcial connection to the wireless 
microphone. Applicant's claimed invention lacks substantial feature(s) that distinct itself from the prior arts and known techniques. 
Thus, the rejections are proper and maintained..
